The revolutionary movement is 
spreading among the Costa Ricans 
and he has been com ed to in- 
crease the site of his army to main- 
tain his post. His hostility to Nica- 
ragua for following the lead of jthe 
United States in refusing to 
nize him and his jealeusy of N 
ragua because of its con she 
growing prosperity have led him to 
inaugurogte campaign of propagan- 
da against Nicaragua. 

Tinoco, according to the advices 
reaching Washington, is endeavoring 
by his propaganda to alienate fhe 
Nicaraguans from their own gov 
ment and to turn them against th 
United States. These endeavors 
have met with fallure. Advices from 
Nicaragua declare the Nicaraguan 
people are more prosperous and 
corgjtented than ever before in their 
history. The reports of armed at- 
tacks on Costa Rica by Nicaragua 
@re untrue, the advices etate, the 
only attacks having been made up- 
on Tinoco'’s forces by Costa Ricans 
themselves. 

The exclusion of Costa Rica from 
the League of Nations by the Peace 
Conference in Paris has reacted 
with great force against Tinoco. His 
administra:uen had resulted in so 
many Costa Ricans being thrown into 
prison for opposing him that there 
were few people in the country who 
dared openly antagonize him. But 
when the news of the exclusion of 
their country from gthe League of 
Nations reached Costa Rica there 
was an immediate m@vement to or- 
ganize a revolt w put Tinoco out of 
office. 

Scores of prominent Costa Ricans 
joined the movement and forces 
were organized in the mountainous 
regiong near the Nicaragua bound- 
ary, as that section was morg: inac- 
cessible and gave the best oppor- 
tunities for forming a military 
force.

The children 
are divided into seven classes frum 
No. 1 im the best condition, to No. 
7, the worst. 
The Americans are arranging to 
feed the fourth, fifth and sixth 
classes. The normal child should 
have 2000 calories daily, but inves-

I have seen 
‘young girls, well-clothed, smart, re- 
fined in appearance, whose every 
mark and condition indicated they 
were used to the best to be had and 
in whose fates you could see youth 
backed by early years of comfort, 
making every effort to reveal its 
bloom. Yet scrutiny disclosed how 
feeble was the result. Under the 
faint tint of health there was an al- 
most marble whitness. 
CHILDREN’S MENU. 
Among the poor such state pro- 
duces a look of utter wretchedness. 
The food given to children in the 
day nursery will indicate what their 
needs are. For breakfast they get 
black coffee—which fortunately is 
not coffee—with saccharine and 
three amall pleces of bread. For 
lunch they get soup made of sauer- 
kraut or carrots.

WASHINGTON, May 14.—Pacific 
steel shipyards are to have all the 
business they can handle, follow- 
ing President Wilson's action, on 
recommendation of Chairman Hur- 
ley of the Shipping Board, In taking 
all restrictions off American con- 
struction of steel ships for foreign 
account.

A careful recheck of all police

What the victim believes to

TEACHERS WILL 
GET INCREASE 


Salary Advances Assured as 
Supervisors Act. 


Board of Education Takes the 
Responsibility, However. 


Finance Committee Chairman 
Assues\Speedy Action. 


When the Board of Education 
meets In regular session at 4 p.m. 
tomorrow, Lucius K. Chase, chair- 
man of its Finance Committee, will 
present a resolution which, he stat- 
ed yesterday, will probably settle 
the teachers’ salary-increase matter 
in a manner agreeable to all con- 
cerned. 

Mr. Chase declined last night to 
state juet what decision had been 
arrived at by the committee, but he 
hinted strongly that the irfcrease in | 
pay for teachers will be practically 
as much as has been asked. The 
tekchers want a raise of $300 each, 
straight through from kindergarten 
to high school. 

“We are not agreed that teachers 
who work two-fifths or three-fifths 
of a year are entitied to a blanket 
increase of $300 per year,” stated 
»Mr. Chase, “but it is admitted that 
they are entitled to euch per cent. 
of the increase as the amount of 
time they teach calls for. Those 
who teach full time will receive an 
advance in salary which, I have rea- 
son to believe, will be entirely sat- 
isfactory to them.” 

According to members of the 
Finance Committee, the matter ef 
increasing the pay of teachers is be- 
ing agitated all over the country. 
fan Francieco has already raised 
the pay of teachers $250 per year. 
If the adepts the recom- 
mendations of the Finance Commit- 
tee this afternoon, Los Angeles will, 
it is stated, stand sixteenth in the 
United States, so far as the amount 
ef pay received by school teachers 
is concerned. 

Dr. Albert Shiels, superintendent 
of schools, stated last night that he 
was accord with the plan worked 
out by the Finance Committee and 
that he had urged speedy action 
from the very beginning. 

“The recommendation which we 
etpect to make has been discussed 
with the Board of County Supervis- 
ors,” Mr. Chase said yesterday, “and 
we feel sure that the Supervisors 
will adopt our salary bodget. In 
fact. we are making the recom- 
mendation with the understanding 
that the Board of Education as- 
sumes entire responsibility for the 
increase in salaries of teachers.”

Work as Diocesan Head. 


Naming of Coadjutor Asked; 
Early Action Assured, 


Predicting a phenomena! growth in 
the population of Southern Califor- 
nia, reviewing in brief the tremen- 
dous development of the church in 


this section of the State and closing. 
his sérmon by asking for the ap- 
pointmnt of a coadjutor bishop, the 
Rt. Rev. Joseph H. Johnson, bishop 
of the Episcopal Diocese of Los wvn- 
geles, yesterday morning formally 
opened the twenty-fourth annual 
diocesan convention, at St. Paul's 
Pro-Cathedral. The sermon was de- 
livered following holy communion, 
which was partaken of by about 500 
delegates from various Episcopal 
churches of the Southland. 
Bishop Johnson's request for a 
coadjutor bishop was referred to the 
standing committee, composed of Dr. 
M. E. Dotten, Dr. W. H. rfibbard, 
Rev. R. A. Evans and Rev. Robert 
Windsor, and at the afternoon é6es- 
sion, in Parish ilall, the committee 
received the consent of the conven- 
tion to take canonical steps for the 
election of a coadjutor. Sometime 
within the next six months the stand- 
ing committee will call a convention 
for the purpose of electing an as- 
sistant bishop, but first the matter 
will have to be laid before all the 
Episcopal bishope of America for 
their approval.

yesterday morning, made America's 
new vision of democracy articulate, 
saying in part: 
“If I were to emphasize a duty 
which I Welieve to be paramount 
upon our people in thie world crisis, 
it would be the duty of cultivating 
poise. In .\merica we have three 
gafeguards upon which we may 
safely rely. First. there is the pub- 
lic school, a symbol for the educa- 
tional “opportunities which are pro- 
vided Wor the people in every ham- 
let of e commtry. Secondly, the 
social cohecience has been awakened 
and there therefore, something 
in the community to which every 
overburdened, misused or misunder- 
stood man may turn with a justi- 
fiablé expectation of relief. In the 
past, Kaiserism has stalked abroad, 
not only in the persons of kings, but 
in the persons of autocrats in the po- 
litical, civic, social and financial 
world. The might of euch men has 
affirmed the justice of its rule, 
simply because it has been able te 
enforce its will upon unwilling fel- 
low citizens. This, however, ie 4 
situation no longer-tolerated. Third, 
in this country, the only arbiter in 
matters of religion is a man’s con- 
science. That is the only fixed traii- 
tion in our system, as far as reli- 
gion is concerned, and we cannot be 
too thankful for, it. 

“On BL Matthias Dey, February 
24, 189¢, in Christ Church, Detroit. I 
was consecrated birhop the 
Church ‘of God, with jurisdiction in 
the recently formed diocese of Los 
Angeles. * came to this coast at the 
beginning of a period during which 
marvelous changes have taken place 
in Southern California.

Rae Osborne, prize beauty of the 
Burbank stage, who sought happi- 
ness and longed to give it, is winning 
her fight against the death she 
sought to take the place of the love 
that would not come. 

The 19-year-old wife of Donald 
Osborne, who tried to commit sui- 
cide by poison in her apartment at 
1122 Georgia street Thesday nixht, 


Was removed from the Receiv- 
ing Hospital to the California 
Hospital, where last night she was 


declared to be out of danger. 

The motive behind the girl's at- 
tempt to end her life is indicated 
by two farewell votes written by 
her and found by Miss Ficrence Cox, 
a room-mate. One was addressed to 
Miss Cox and the other one to Mr. 
Osborne. In one ahe told Miss Cox, 
whom she called “Pee-Wee" in her 


note, that she longed for the love 
of her husband, whom she idolized. 
adding that he did not appear to 


care for her and that she was un- 
happy. 
In the note to her husband, ac- 


cording to Miss Cox, she wrote of 


the love she had for him, and asked 
that her body be left in California. 

Mrs. Osborne came to Los Angeles 
from Chicago several months ago 
nnd joined Mr. Osborne here. They 


were not living together at the time 


of her attempt to end her life. 
When discovered on the floor of 
the apartment by Miss Cox and an- 
other room-mate #he told them «he 
had taken poison, and wanted to die. 
“But I saw the light, and if I can 


only live, I'll seek to give happiness 
to others instead of seeking it for 
rayself from those who do not wish 
to give it,” she said yesterday. 


FUNDS FOR SOLDIERS’ 
AID WELL GUARDED. 


LEAGUE DENTES MONEY UsED 
TO PURCHASE DECORA- 
TIONS FOR STREETS. 


The alleged statement by Capt. Al- 
len ‘Watt that $6000 of the $10,000 
received by the League of Commu- 
nity Interests has been used for 
street decorations, is emphatically 
flenied by the officials of the leacue. 
It is reported that at a recent meet- 
ing of the Allied War Veterans Mm 
Blanchard Halil Capt. Watt made the 
statement that out of the $10,000 
received ty the League of Commu- 
nity Interests from Col. Mygatt, as 
proceeds from the Balloon School 
circus, $6000 had beén used for 
‘street decorations in honor of the 
return of the Three Hundred and 
Bixty-fourth Regiment. The $10.000 
was turned over to the league for 
the purpose of securing jobs for dis 
charged soldiers. 

In denying the alleged statements 
of Capt. Watt. the officials of the 
League of Community Interests de- 
clare their books show that $10,190 
were received from Col. Mygatt, and 


that the first fiVe weeks thereafter 
expenditures from this fund amount- 
ed to only $771.82, and that the 
league's balamce on May 4 was 
$9999.46. 

The decorations used were sup- 
plied by 4 local concern on contract, 
for which the City Counci! paid 
$900, and the purchase of flags just 
made, was from an appropriation of 
$600 made by the City Council. None 
of the Balloon School circus con- 
tribution, say officials of the league. 
been used for street decera- 
tions.
